With the dummy train made up.to look 
exactly like the limited—and with the regular

ruse worked perfectly to the point of getting 
the highwayman and his pal, if he had 
one, to attack the train. 

Officials Give Chase. 

At the signal of two pistol shots, as pre- 
scribed in the anonymous letters, the 
“dummy " train was emptied of railroad de- 
tectives, United States deputy marshals, and 
postoffice inspectors, who gave chase in the 


scrub oaks. 


Up to an early hour this morning the rob-. . 
ber or robbers had not been captured, al- 


though the country was being swept by 
posses. Two tramps were picked up before 


| midnight, but the authorities think they are 


not the right men. 
The ruse of the railroad officials, under-

Three Letters in a Fortnight. 

Tue Lake Shore raliroad company has 
been receiving anonymous letters from vari- 
ous parts of the country. Three have been 
received during the last two weeks, accord- 
ing to General Managér Handy. They were 
mailed from towns in nearby states. The 
writer said he was desperately in need of 
money and would go to any lengths to get it:

Calls on Col. Stuart. 
When things began. to look serious Mr. 
Handy turned the matter over to Col. Stuart, 
chief postomce inspeector. Mr.. Stuart's 


‘men started an investigation, but, after a 


few days’. work, decided that the best way 
to find the criminal was to rig up a train for 
the purpose. 

A similar ruse’ was undertaken on the 
Northern Pacific railroad near Bearmouth, | 
Mont., last May, when robbers threatened to 
dynamite the express car of the North Coast 
limited. It is supposed the mysterious per- 
sons in the present case secured their idea 
frém that job.“ 


‘Use the “Counterfeit” Train. 

The plans of the railroad people to thwart 
the design were left to the deputy inepectors 
and Supt. Wilson of the Lake Shore. It was 
decided to take no chances with No. 22; the 
limited train, which leaves Chicago loaded 


with mail and express and Pullmans, and to 


use instead the dummy idea. 

Most of the shades in the windows of the 
empty Pullmans of the counterfelt train 
were pulled down. Ina few cases the officers 
were inside as passengers, and there was 
no difference between that and the regular 
fast train to the casual eye. It left the sta- 
tion at the regular time last evening, the 
time mentioned by the dynamiter as the last 
day of gtace he would give the railroad com- 
pany. The men inside the cars were pro- 
vided with haydy rifles and revolvers. Supt. 
Wilson was in general charge. There was a 
bag filled with lead which it was intended to 
throw from the train if negotiations went 
through that far. f 


Swarm Out of the Cars. 

At the appointed place, just out of Pine, 
at which station the regular train does not 
stop, the two pistol shots were heard and the 
train slowed down. The marshals and police 
swarmed out of the cars and began to run 
for the open country, but the highwayman 
and his accomplices, if he had any, are sup-

Practically any numbef of 
stations within range of each other may now, 
it is stated, intercommunicate without fear 
of mutual interference.

Under the new system wireless sta- 
tions can receive many messages simul- 
taneously over separate lines of communi- 
cation.

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GILHOOLEY RECORD BROKEN 
BY VENIREMEN IN SHEA TRIAL. 


Up to Date 1,043 Men Have Been Exam- 
ined, Only Seven Jurors Being Se- 
cured—Costs County Big Sum. 


A new record for veniremen was reached 
yesterday in the Shea trial, before Judge 
Ball. When the judge closed his court the 
Gilhooley trial record was exceeded, 1,943 
men having been examined, At 3o’clock yes- 
terday the Gilhooley record of 1,980. was 
reached. Assistant State’s Attorney Holt 
said he believed more than 2,500 men will be 
called before a jury is obtained. 

The cost to the county is expected to 
exceed that in the Gilhooley case.

Buling Affected by Notes? 

Last night's session—held, like the others, 
in Judge Grosscup’s courtroom in the fed- 
eral building—was devoted to the intimation 
that the judge had been influenced in passing 
favorably upon Herman Kruckstein’s claims 
tq the position of west town constable by 
the fact that Kruckstein held the judge's 
note for $550. 

Did Kruckstein ever let you know that 
he held your note?” the judge was asked. 

No, he did not,” was the reply. On the 
day before I had arranged to hand down my 
decision in that case I first learned that one 
of my notes was in the possession of the re- 
lator. I think I learned that from Curtis in 
| Curtis’ omce.“ 

“ Did that have any influence with you in 

your decision ?’’ 

None whatever. I had made up my mind 
about the case two or three weeks before. 
When the parties appeared before me in my 
chambers for the decision—I had no court- 
room then, as we were moving into new quar - 
ters—I told County Attorney Lewis that I 
had just heard that one of my notes was in 
possession of Mr. Kruckstein, and suggested 
that 12 would better take the case to some 
one else.“ 


Attorney Satisfled with Him. 


What did he say!“ 

He said he had known me for a long 
time and was satisfied that I would make 
a decision independent of any such situation 
and urged that I proceed. I then gave my 
decision, which was adverse to the cennty! ~ 
contention.” 

The committee searched further: into the 
legal grounds upon which the decision was.

point that Kruckstein had no right to the 
place, The judge went into a lengthy ex- 
planation.

Series of Notes Put Out.

the signatures to your notes were genuine?”

Tes, some of them did.“ 

Didn't it occur to you that ‘Curtis and 
Denison were hawking your notes about 
among your acquaintances at the bar?“ 

„Woll, I had told them not to float them 
around the streets or among lawyers. They

The judge created something of a stir when 
he declared that he had kept no system of 
books or memorandum with Curtis and Deni- 
son and always had accepted their word for 
the numerous transactions in which they had 
involved him: 


Miller Sees No impropriety. 


Attorney John 8. Miller tried to show that 
there was no impropriety in the fact that a 
litigant had a judge's note. 

It doesn’t affect the judge, he said. 
The presumption is that the latter is going 
to meet the note when it matures,’’ 

Well, but suppose the judge knows in his 
inner consciousness that he is hard pressed 
and won't be able to meet the note?” inquired 
Chairman Rosenthal. Attorney Miller ad- 
mitted that that made a difference, but ob- 
jected to the inference that Judge Chetlain 
couldn’t meet his. 


Afternoon Session’s Developments. 


In the afternoon Constable Kruckstein testi- 
fied to his possession of the notes and ex- 
plained the gist of his suit. He was sure 
the judge did not know about the notes 
There was a prolonged clash between Attor- 
ney Baldwin and Attorney Miller over the 
former’s attempt to introduce evidence show- 
ing that Judge Chetlain had misled Dr. W. 
S. Strangfield of Flint, Mich., in the purchase 
of stock in the Rayon mining property in 
Mexico. The committee ruled that Dr. 
Strangfield should be produced. 

The hearing will continue this afternoon.

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JOSHE AVERTS 3 CRISE 


AGED EMPEROR PROVES ABLE TO 
COPE WITH MUDDLE. 


Names Two Ministers in One Day, 
Gives Them Their Instructions, and 
Then Sends for tators in Par- 


liament and Lays Down the Law te 


Them III Feeling at Present Time 
Charged to Hungarians, Who Op-< 
pose the Ruler. 


VIENNA, Oct. 24.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph, by the appointment today of Baron 
von Aechrenthal, ambassador to Russia, to 
the post of minister of foreign affairs in suc- 
cession to Count Goluchowski, resigned, has 
settled a double ministerial crisis It is be- 
Heved also that his majesty averted a third 
crisis. . 

The charge was accomplished without any 
of the expected friction, and, according to 
the ministerial statement made in the lower 
house of the Austrian parliament tonight, 
without in any way altering the foreign 
policy of the dual monarchy. 

The emperor, in addition to receiving the 
new foreign minister, Baron von Aehrenthal, 
had to arrange for the unexpected crisis aris- 
ing from the resignation of rr Gen. Ritter 
von Pitreich, war minist to prepare for 
his succession by Gen. Franz Schoenaich, 
Austrian minister of national defense. 


Hungary Forces Resignation. 


Von Pitreich resigned because of the re- 
fusal of the Hungarian government to agree 
to increase Hungary's contingent of recruits 
for the common army. 

His majesty also visited Count Goluchow- 
ski, on whom he conferreg the order of St. 
Stephen, set in brilliants. 

With a view to preventing the threatened 
crisis on account of the impossibility of in- 
ducing the Czechs and Germans to agree on 
guarantees for the redistribution plan con- 
nected with the bill for universal suffrage 
in Austria, his majesty summoned before 
him the Czech, German, and Polish mem- 
bers of the cabinet and received each minis- 
ter separately at the hofburg. He expressed 
in strong terms his desire that the difficul- 
ties in this connection should be overcome. 

It is asserted that Baron von Aehrenthal 
and Lieut. Gen. von Pitreich, together with 
Count Goluchowski, were the victims of the 
Hungarian government, though for different 
reasons. Though Count Goluchowski has 
been admittedly hostile to the Magyars, Von 
Pitreich sought to gain his ends by friend- 
linese toward Hungary. 

But his endeavors ended in Gisappointment, 
for in the ministerial council two weeks ago 
the Hungarian ministers refused their con- 
sent to. the proposed outlay for guns and an 
automobile corps, or to increase the quota 
of Hungarian recruits. As Von Pitreich had 
his pledge to the emperor to carry out these 
demands, nothing remained for him but to 
resign. 


New Minister Has Hard Task. 
Whether Gen. Schoenaich will succeed bet- 
ter than his predecessor is considered 22

This physician, 
according to the police official, has known 
Mrs. Stevenson for a long time and has re- 
newed his acquaintance with her since the 
death of her husband.

AT MISSIONARY MEETING. 


Peoria Pastor Says “Blind Black Sam- 
son Is Pulling Down Pillars of Mor- 


ality to Avenge Injustice,”’ 


Oberlin, 0. Oct. 2.— What the Negro 
Has Done for Himself was the theme of the 
Rev. Lewis B. Moore, dean of the teachers 
college, Howard university, Washington, 
D. C, at today’s session of the American 
Missionary association. He said: 

“It was confidently predicted that after 
slavery the negro would die out, that he 
would not work, that socially and domestical- 
ly he could never become a part of the body 
politic. But in the face of this, and against 
great opposition, he has knitted himself into 
the life of the nation and in forty years has 
increased his numbers from 4,000,000 to 
nearly 10,000,000. He has transformed him- 
self from a chattel to a free man, from a 
driven mass of human form, working under 
the lash, to an independent wage earner. 
He has helped to change the south from a 
rude agricultural section to prosperous man- 
ufacturing centers, and has proved that his 
labor under freedom is far more valuable 
than his labor under slavery.“ 

“ What the American Missionary Assdtia- 
tion Work Means to the P ess of the 
Nation was the theme considered by the 
Rev. John Faville, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church, Peoria, Ill. He said: 

“The crime the negro man so often pays 
the penalty.of his life for at the stake some- 
tines I have thought is God's judgment 
against the white race in our nation for its / 
treatment of the negro woman.

JAMES W. FORSYTH, major general U. 
S. A., retired, is dead at his home in Colum- 
bus, O. He was stricken with paralysis 
Monday night and never rallied. n. For- 
syth had a distinguished military career. He 
was born in Ohio seventy-two years ago, 
and graduated from West Point in 1856. He 
served on McClel?an’s, staff in the peninsula 
and Maryland campaigns during the civil 
war. Later he was chief of staff to Gen. 
Sheridan. For gallantry at the battle of 
Chickamauga he was brevetted a major. 
After the civil war Gen. Forsyth distin- 
guished himself in the frontier service.

War on Landscape Blemishes at 3 
tion in Milwaukee—Beautificatich of 
Chicage School Grounds$ Praised. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24.—An aggressive 
Warfare on billboards that deface landscapes 
and inagtistic posters in cities was launched 
at the opening of the American Civic as- 
sociation’s convention here today. 

Tax the billboards out of existence will 
be the slogan of the association in the next 
year. 

In an address at the afternoon session Sec- 
retary Clinton Rogers Woodruff of Philadel- 
phia referred to the despoilation by bill- 
board of scenery throughout the coun- 
try and said that the next great work which 
the American people must wage is that 
against billboards and unsightly posters. He 
thought it an excellent suggestion that they 
should be taxed out of existence. 

Next in importance to freeing landscapes 
of objectionable billboards, he said, was the, 
movement for cleanliness in American com- 
munities. He pointed to the beautification 
of public school grounds as a helpful influ- 
ence and said that Chicago’s experiments 
along these lines are particularly striking. 


In response to threats from local dealers 
the exportirig companies all refused to buy 
from him for atime. At this point Commis- 
sioner Lane interposed: 

“ Yow think it is right for your firm‘ to 
boycett small country dealers; I suppose you

MEETING IN NEW YORK. 


Samuel Insull, John J. Mitchell, 
and E. L. Brewster There 
to Discuss Projeet. 


Samuel Insull, president of the Chicago 
Edison company, and two directors, John J. 
Mitchell and Edward L. Brewster, are in 
New York, where fhey were called for a 
conference with interests in the Chicago Sub- 
Way company. i 

The railroad and financial people who now 
control the subway and through it the IIIIi- 
nois Tunnel company have manifested a 
desire to learn what, if any, terme could 
be arrived at by which the Chicago Edison 
company would pass from the control of its 
present owners to the control of aubway in- 
terests. The visit of the three directors was 
as individuals and not as officials of the 
company, though they -happen to hold the 
positions indicated. There have been other 
efforts by eastern interests to secure the 
Edison company, but thus far all have come 
to naught. 


Method of Handling the Matter. 


The guesses that have got into circulation 
point to several methods of handling the 
matter, one being the organization of a com- 
pany to lease or buy Chicago Edison and 
then have the stock of this company owned 
by the Chicago Subway company. But it 
cannot be indicated at this time what will be 

he probable method. : 

It is recognized by subway interests, and 
these are railroad interests, that in time de- 
mands will be made upon railroads entering 
Chicago that they use electricity in hauling 
their trains into and'out of the city. All the 
railroads centering here are interested in ene 
tunnels, and in view of the possible call for 
electric current the subway people are look- 
ing ahead. The tunnels themselves are oper- 
ated by ‘current furnished by the Edison 
company. The City railway company, the 
Lake street elevated, and the Metropolitan 
elevated all purchase current from the Edi- 
son or Commonwealth Electric, which is the 
same thing. 

As to leasing the Edison company, there Is 
a story that a guarantee of dividends in- 
creasing from 8 per cent, the present rate, to 
10 per cent will be made. However, it doesn't 
ue within the power of any corporation to 
guarantee such dividends out of the earnings 
of the Chicago Edison company, or what will 
be its successor, the Commonwealth Electric. 
So long as the Chicago city council is em- 
powered to exercise supervision over rates 
for current it will be a determining factor. 


Cosmopolitan Franchise a Factor. 


There are two other phases incidental to 
the present situatlon. Peoples’ Gas company 
interests own the Cosmopolitan Electric 
company, a going concern. A. N. Brady is 
presumed to be the directing influence with 
reference to any disposition that may be 
made of the Cosmopolitan’s franchise rights 
or properties. a 

A friend of Mr. Brady’s said not long ago 
that it should not be expected he would con- 
tinue indefinitely the present policy of 
merely keeping the company’s charter alive. 
Mr. Brady is regarded as being an able man 
in the business of producing and distributing 
electric current. Several months ago he ad- 
vertised for bids for electrical equipment 
to an amount equal to that installed in the 
Chicago Commonwealth plant at Fisk street. 
That is the main plant of the Edison and 
Commonwealth companies. It may be that 


Mr. Brady and his Cosmopolitan will have to 


be considered in any deal contemplating the 
absorption of the Edison. 

Again, there is such a community of in- 
terests among the gas and electric light 
people in New York City that eventually the 
control of the electric and gas light field in 
Chicago will be sought by one interest.

Harly Action as Imperative. 
ha : 

The council committee on gas, ofl, and élec- 
tric light yesterday gave the Chicago Tele- 
phone company two weeks to submit a bid 
for the extension of its present franchise. 
The intimation was that if it did not respond 
in that time its case would not be considered. 

Speaking of the meeting, Mayor Dunne, who 
attended it, said: 


“It is now the time for the present tele 


phone company to come forward and say dis- 
tinctly what it will or will not do. There 
were two offers for a telephone franchise 
made to the committee this afternoon’ by 
people who claim to be able to finance such 
an enterprise, and it is for the existing com- 
pany to say whether it will meet their terms. 

“The time does not warrant any delay 
which would bring the date for the passing 
of a proper franchise so close to the time 
two years from now when the franchise of 
the Chicago company expires that it would 
demand a renewal on its present terms for 
the reason there was nobody to take its 
place. * : : ; 

The two bids for a franchise were from the 
Manufacturers’ Telephone company, the cor- 
poration backed by the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association, and from Arnold Kalman, 


who is interested in an independent company 


m Kansas City. Mr. Kalman was represented 
by Attorney Henry J. Stern and the Manu- 
facturers’ company by Levy Mayer. 


Two Offer Same Terms. 

Mr. Mayer, on behaif of the Manufacturers’ 
association, presented the already printed bid 
of that company, a maximum of $90 a year 
for unlimited service and 5 per cent on gross 
receipts as compensation to the city. 

Mr. Stern promptly responded that Mr. 
Kalman, would do the same. 

Mr. Mayer went on to make concessions 
not in the original ordinance, such as the 
printing of additional names in the telephone 
directory free and a special rate to druggists 
if it could be legally done. 

Mr. Stern came back with the statement 
that Mr. Kalman would do likewise. 

The financial responsibility of the Kalman 
offer being questioned Mr. Stern said he 
would put up a cash bond cf $106,000 or 
$500,000 and asked Mr. Mayer: | . 

Why do you go into the telephone business 
if we offer the same terms?” 


We don’t want to go into the business, 


replied Mr. Mayer, but we want to be sure 
we will have a telephone system in Chi- 
cago, at lower rates and with better service, 
when the present franchise expires. If you 
can put up a cash bond of $500,000, that is all 
we want, but we have had experience in 
Chicago with outside capital which was in- 
vested here only to sell out.“ 


Mayer Urges Early Action. 

Mr. Mayer then went on to urge the com- 
mittee to act quickly in the matter, one way 
or the other. He said it would take two 
years to build a telephone system covering 
the entire city, and if a new one is not com- 


pleted by Jan. 1, 1909, when tHe present fran- | 


chise expires, Chicago will be in the same 
position in the telephone situation as it is in 
the traction and have to accept what terms 
the present company ll grant.

commission as incapable and the new 
rate law as a “railroad law,” such as that 
made by a prominent Chicago shipper in 
an interview in Tun Taunus this week, 
are unjust. The commission as at pres- 
ent constituted has been in existence and 
the rate law has been in effect less than 
two months. Persons who are disap- 
pointed because they have effected no 
revolutionary improvements in conditions 
in this brief time are disappointed: because 
they have not accomplished the impos- 
sible. 

It is unquestionably true that one effect 


of the law has been to increase railway 


revenues. It has stopped the giving of 
rebates which formerly aggregated mil- 
lions of dollars annualiy. It has greatly 
reduced the number of free passes, and 
will still further reduce the number after 
Jan. 1. The roads, for the purpose—in 
some cases, no doubt, upon the pretext— 
of conforming to the law, have leveled 
up rates, and in consequence it is doubt- 
less the fact that the average freight rate 
per ton per mile throughout the country 

is a little higher now than it was when the 

new law went into effect. Shippers charge 

this and railway traffic officials generally 
admit it. The rates, however, cannot per- 
manently remain too high under the pres- 
ent law unless shippers fail to ask for 
relief, for the law vests the commission 
with power to reduce rates when they be- 

come extortionate. If the railways take 
advantage of technical constructions of 
the law or of the commission’s rulings to 
raise rates unfairly, the course injured 

plain. They 
should file formal complaints. They 
should not assail the commission for not 
giving them relies which they have never, 
applied for. 


One great benefit everybody who is 


familiar with the facts knows the new 
law bas already conferred upon the coun- 


try. It has practically stopped discrim- 
ination between individual shippers. 
Railway traffic officials, their zeal stimu- 


provided, are at last striving earnestly 
to give everybody a square deal. Busi- 
ness men are no longer constantly 
harassed by the fear that their rivals for 
trade may be. getting rebates or cut rates 


which will make successful competition 


against them impossible. This is a boon 
so great as utterly to overshadow the few 
and relatively small evils to which the 
new law may have given rise. : 
Discrimination between shippers, the 
worst of all the transportation evils which 
ha ve cursed the country, being apparently 
in a fair way to entire eradication, 


* 


‘there seems good reason to expect other 


important blessings from the new law. 
The commission, by enforcing and con- 
struing it according to its spirit, can go 
far toward wiping out another great 
wrong, discriminations between localities. 
But to interpret and apply the law so as 


possible upon the entire country will nec- 
essarily be the work of a long time. The 
law and the cummission must be given a 
trial not of weeks but of months or years 
before any fair judgment can be passed 
‘upon them. 


WHY THE EMPEROR IS ANGRY. 
The publication of the memoirs of the 
late Prince Hohenlohe was an indiscre- 
tion which has had the result of making 
Germany an impossible place of abode 
for the editor, the present Prince Hohen- 
lohe. It is not easy to understand why 
the memoirs should not have been pub- 
lished in an abridged form or else held 
until the potentates and statesmen men- 
tioned had all passed away. However, 
it must. be assumed that the son is 
carrying out what he believes to be his 
father’s wishes, and the letters and diaries 
from which the memoirs were made were 
certainly written with the possibility of 
‘publication kept in mind. But it is not 
hard to see why the emperor is angry. 
The offense of the book is twofold. 
Frank criticisms of the emperor are not 
easily forgiven in official circles in Ger- 
many, and the publication of private 
conversations of rulers or other secrets of 
state is embarrassing to the parties con- 
cerned and can hardly be considered any- 
thing but a breach of trust. It is true,” 
‘says Prince Hohenlohe, “that the em- 
peror's impulsive ways are disquieting. 
It would be better if he were a little more 
phlegmatic.” Again, he speaks of the 
emperor’s “ yacillating attitude.“ In an- 
other place he writes his son that he is 
convinced at times that the emperor’s 
constant little acts showing want of con- 
sideration are intentional and intended to 
mark the emperor’s aloofness frem him, 
‘but just as he is on the point of breaking 
off because things cannot go on like that 
the emperor will have a confidential talk 
with him and he loses his mistrast for the 
time being. 

The prince could not expect to please 
his imperial master by expressing the 
fear, in January, 1900, that if Germany 
were not careful it would be exposed to 
the danger of suffering from the hands 
of Great Britain what Spain had puffered 
from the United States. Nor could the 
emperor be pleased with Hohenlohe's pre- 
diction that if the industrial development 
of Germany. continued the country would 
become either a republic or the shadow 
of a monarchy as in England. The 
crown, in the prince’s opinion, could not 
depend upon the’ industrial population, 
but needed agriculture as its bulwark. 

The character of Prince Bismarck sur- 
fers at the hands of Hohenlohe. Em- 
peror William is reported to have said 
that the Czar Alexander III. had confi- 
dence in Caprivi, but always felt that 
Bismarck was trying to trick him. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph is reported as say- 
ing of Bismarck’s behavior after his resig- 
nation, “It is melancholy to think that 
a man like him can sink so low.” The 
reason for Bismarck’s wrath after his 
retirement is said to bave been the re- 
fusal of his successor to give effect to 
a secret treaty with Russia which Bis- 
marck had artanged. By this treaty 
Germany guaranteed to Russia a free 
hand in Constantinople and Bulgaria, in 
return for which Russia agreed to remain 


u | neutral in case of a war with France.

The letter to Szoegyeny, who was at the 
time chief of dne of the divisions ot the de- 
partment of foreign affairs and second under- 
secretary of state, contained directions with 
regard to the disposition of some confidential 
documents, intrusted him with the examina- 
tion of all his letters, papers, correspondence, 
and diaries, with authority to destroy or 
preserve, as he saw fit, and wound up by 
declaring: ‘‘ I must leave this world.“ Prob- 
ably. the contents of this letter would never 
have become known had it not been for the 
fact that it was necessary for Szoegyeny to 
place it on official record in order to enable 
him to fulfill the wishes of his imperial friend 
with regard to his papers and correspond- 
ence.

It was at Emperor William’s personal re- 
quest that Szoegyeny was appointed am- 
bassador at Berlin without having previously 
occupied any other diplomatic post. The 
kaiser had been united to the Austrian crown 
prince since early boyhood by ties of dlosest 
affection, which in spite of all that has been 
said to the contrary subsisted to the last 
without anything occurring to ever impair 
their close friendship. Szoegyény had been 
in a measure a party thereto, and was valued 
and trusted by the kaiser as the confidant of 
his chum. It wastherefore only natural that 
after the crown prince's death he should 
wish to have Szoegyeny at Berlin. 

There the latter has occupied an altogether 
exceptional position, superior to that 
every other foreign diplomat, treated rather 
like a friend than like an ambassador, even 
of an allied power, and there is no doubt that 
his presence in Emperor William's capital 
during the last fourteen years has con- 
tributed In no small degree to the main- 
tenance ahd strengthening of the offensive 
and defensive union between Germany and 
Austria 

Szoegyeny is a son of the Hungarian vice 
chancellor and chief. justice, Ladislas 
Szoegyeny, who managed, in spite of the fact 
that he was called upon to preside at the trial 
of the Magyar patriot Kossuth for high 
treason, to retain the good will of his fellow 
Hungarians. 

— 


There is something uncanny in the relent- 
lessness of the fate which seems to pursue all 
those who have any share in the restoration 
of the diplomatic relations between Mexico 
and Austria after th® rupture extending over 
thirty-seven years that followed the execu- 
tion ot the Austrian emperor's brother, 
Maximilian, at Queretaro, in Mexico. Prince 
Khevenhuller, the companion and aid de 
camp of the ill fated Maximilian, who took 
a leading part in bringing about the revival 
of friendly intercourse between the two na- 
tions, died suddenly almost immediately after 
his return from Mexico, whither he had been 
dispatched to attend the opening of the 
memorial chapel erected on the spot where 
Maximilian had met with his death, a me- 
morial.to which the Mexican government had 
liberally contributed. 

Shortly afterwards the new Mexican envoy 
arrived in Vienna, and within a week after 
presenting his letters of credence to Emperor 
Francis Joseph succumbed to a pulmonary 
congestion. Mis name wag Don Carlo y 
Miranda. The Mexican government there- 
upon appointed Don José de Zenil as his suc- 
cessor. But before the latter had been a 
month in Vienna he in turn was carried off 
by a stroke of apoplexy, and to make mat- 
ters worse the room in which his remains lay 
in state just after his death caught fire, which 
destroyed almost everything in the room, 
rendering the corpse unrecognizable. 

Count Hohenwart, who was sent to repre- 
sent Austria in Mexico, became so ill that 
he was obliged to insist upon being trans- 
ferred to another post or permitted to resign, 
and now his successor, Count Wisniewski, 
has suddenly died in Mexico. 

Under jhe circumstances some difficulty 
will be experienced, both at Vienna and in 
Mexico, in finding men of rank willing to 
tempt fate by undertaking the diplomatic 
representation of their respective govern- 
ments in Austria and in Mexico, and people 
not only in the latter country but even on 
the banks of the Danube are superstitious 
enough to believe that the spirit of Emperor 
Maximilian resents the resumption of frienc- 
ly relations between the land of his birth and 
that.Mexican government which put him to 
death, and is manifesting his displeasure by 
bringing about through some mysterious 
means the suspension once more of the so 
recently revived diplomatic intercourse.

Inasmuch as M. Clemenceau, the new 
premier of France, entertains a strongly de- 
veloped dislike for M. Gerard, popularly 
known under the pseudonym of Count 
Vasaill,” as the author of the series of 
volumes entitled Société de Berlin.“ So 
ciété de Madrid,” eto. it is probable that 
his recent appointment as French ambassa- 
dor to Japan now will be canceled. It has 
become known: that Clemenceau, who was 
minister of the interior in the now defunct 
Sarrien cabinet, vigorously opposed the ap- 
pointment of Gerard as a man who by reason 
of his atrabilious nature and uncongenial 
character was the last person who should be 
intrusted with the development of cordial 
relations between France and Japan. But he 
was on that occasion outvoted by his col- 
leagues and gave way. Now he is free to 
give effect to his views.

Much speculation has been expressed in 
various quarters, and particularly in the 
press, as to why Emperor William should 
have been so much wrought up by the pub- 
lication of the diaries of his former chan- 
cellor, the late Prince Clovis Hohenlohe, since 
the extracts which have appeared show him 
in a pleasing light and in a way calculated to 
fully justify his attitude to the late Prince 
Bismarck. The real reason of the kaiser’s 
annoyance is because the diaries show that 
he vigorously opposed Bismarck’s determina- 
tlon to effect a secret understanding with 
Russia at the expense of Austria, and of 
course without the latter’s knowledge, in 
spite of the alliance existing between Vienna 
and Berlin. 

Emperor William is put on record as having 
not only refused this but as also declaring 
that rather than act dishonorably towards 
Austria he would, if needs be, join her in 
fighting Russia. 

— — 

Of couse this revelation of his former senti- 
ments towards Russia is pecullarly incon- 
venient and disconcerting for him just at the 
the moment when he is endeavoring by 
every means in his power to bring about 
closer relations with the czar, having in view 
a revival of the former three emperors’ al- 
lianct. He realizes that Prince Hohenlohe’s 
indiscretions are calculated to interfere with 
his policy at St. Pétersburg and to lead the 
czar and his government to lend a more 
willing ear than heretofore to the offers of 
England to join her in an understanding with 
France.

FIGHTING FOREST FIRES. 
{From Harper’s Weekly. 

In developing its system of protection the 
forest service availed itself of past expert 
ence, home and foreign. The reserve officers 
—forest guards, assistant forest rangers, dep- 
uty forest rangers, forest rangers, deputy for- 
est supervisors, and forest supervisors—are 
under the drect supervision of the office of 
the service at Washington, guided by a def- 
inite code of instructions; but large author- 
ity, with corresponding responsibility, is 
placed upon the local officers themselves. 
All except the forest guards are civil service 
employés, and the salaries paid range from 
$720 to $2,500 a year. Each supervisor is re- 
sponsible for the patrol of his reserve, and is 
expected to devise systems best suited to his 
locality.. Already in the brief period since the 
organization of this system a high standard 
of efficiency has been developed, and a much 


| higher fs expected. 


A constant lookout for fires is kept from 
ridge trails and commanding points during 
the danger season, and the reserves are 
patrolled as efficiently as possible with the 
force available. Roads, trails, and fire lines 
are constructed, affording means of rapid 
communication and pointe of vantage at 
which to arrest the progress of a fire, and 
telephone lines are being run to help give 
warning and summon assistance. 

Every forest supervisor is authorized in 
person or through a subordinate to hire tem- 
porary men, purchase material and supplies, 
and pay for their transportation from place to 
place to extinguish a fire. When the cost is 
likely to exceed 8800 the supervisor telegraphs 
the forester for authority to incur the ad- 
W expense.

The report of the commission on the rela- 
tion of the eastern railroads with the an- 
thracite coal mines was transmitted to the 
attorney general some months ago, and 
Messrs. Hughes of New York and Simpson 
of Philadelphia, the former a candidate for 
the governorship of the Empire state, were 
appointed special counsel to report upon the 
methods to be followed in prosecuting the 
offending roads. A few days ago the com- 
mission transmitted to the president for 
submission to the attorney general the re- 
port of one of its members, Charles M. 
Prouty, on the alleged fraudulent practices 
of the Union Pacific railroad. 

Now the commission is preparing its report 
on the relations of the railroads with eastern 
bituminous coal fields, and that document 
will be fully as sensational as any which has 
been submitted. Two commissioners are in 
Kentucky investigating the interest of rail- 
roads in the southern coals fields, and others 
will be sent shortly into the southwestern 
section of the country for the same pur-

Middle West to Be Investigated. 


There remains the middle west to be in- 
vestigated—the states of Illinois, Indiana, 
and Ohio. Merely preliminary work has 
been done by agents of the commission in 
those sections, but it has been sufficient to 
show the need of thorough inquiry, and 
hearings will be held by the commission as 
soon as pressure of other equally important* 
@uties will permit. 

The situation in the bituminous coal fields 
has failed to attract that public notice which 
it deserves. Even more serious evils were 
found to exist therein than in the an- 
thracite section. The latter showed own- 
ership by railroads, either direct or 
through holding companies, of coal mines, 
but no discrimination of any importance 
against independent operators; at least 
this was the conclusion of the commission, 
and it was based upon statements made by 
independents that an arrangement existed 
between them and the railroads whereby 
they enjoyed a certain advantage as to price 
over the product of railroad properties. In- 
dependents were at the mercy of the rail- 
roads, but as the latter suffered little from 
their competition they permitted them to live 
in order to create an impression that no 
monopoly existed.

Complaints Against Railroads. 

In the bituminous region the independents 
have made bitter complaints against the 
railroads. They claimed they were subject- 
ed to discrimination both as to the number 
of cars supplied to them, the rate charged, 
and the service of cars. Frequently connec- 
tion between their mines and railroads, 
though they were ready to build sidings, was 
denied. The policy of the railroads has been 
apparently to monopolize absolutely the east- 
ern bituminous flelds. 

»The commission found the railroads did 
not own the mines direct or through com- 
panies, but that their officials and agents 
héld stock in the coal companies. These of-

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COMING TO PLAN NEW PLANT. 


President of Corn Products Refining 


Company Expected Shortly to 
Settle Joliet Project. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—President 
E. T. Bedford of the Corn Products Refining 
company will leave for Chicago in a tew days 
to close up some details for the construction 
of a new plant. The company has secured 
an option on about 180 acres at Joliet on the 
canal, where a new plant will be located.

Petroleum Output. 5 

According to the report of the United States 
geological survey, the oll fields of the United 
States during the year 1905 produced 134,- 
717,580 bris of petroleum, as against 117,080,- 
960 bris in 1904. This production was greater 
by 17,636,620 bris than that of any previous 
year. It is an increase over the production 
of 1900 of 71,087,051, or more than any total 


t 


yearly production up to 1902. The production. 


of petroleum in the United States has more 
than doubled within the last six years. The 
increase is in the heavier grades of the fuel 
class, the production of lighter or iNuminat- 
ing olls having rem constant. 

It is significant, vor, that the value of 
the oll production for 1905 was $17,018,056 
less than for 1904, The 117,080,960 bris of 
oll produced in 1904 were valued at $101,- 
175,455, whereas the 184,717,580 bris of 1906 
are rated at „157,309. 

Of the production of 1005 70,474,078 bris 
were from the gulf and California fields 
This is almost the exact quantity by which 
the production of the year 1008 exceeded that 
of 1900. The petroleum of the gulf and Cali- 
fornia fields is of the heavier variety and has 
a residue of asphaltum. The consumption 
of illuminating oil from 1894 to 1908 slightly 
exceeded the production. 


Dividends Declared.
